Tae Compulsory Education bill was fortu- 
nate enough to get through the 

thanks largely to the labors of Mr. Sunde- 
Uus. It provides that every child between 
the ages of 7 and 14 mast attend school at 
least sixteen weeks each year. If the person 
who has the charge of achild fails to obey 
the law he becomes liable to a fine of from $1 
to $20. Attendance on a private day school 
approved by the board is taken as a compii- 
ance with the law, but it must be a school 
where reading, writing, arithmetic; and the 


„ 


history of the United States are taught 


in the English language. A quiet at- 
tempt was made in the interest of 
private schools where the instruction 
is given in foreign tongues to strike 
out the words “in the English lan- 
guage,” an amendment which would 
have nullified the bill. Boards of education 
and school directors are required to appoint 
truant officers to find al! children who ought 
to be in school but are not, prosecute the 
parents if they have any, and to take truant 
children to the schools to which they belong. 
The Board of Education of this city now has 
a bill which it says suits it. It may be ex- 
pected, therefore, that it will lose no time, 
but set to work to enforce it and get into the 
public schools the thousands of boys and 
girls who ought to be there but are running 
about the streets, The old defective law 
was repealed, for why should it cumber the 
ground any longer! 


How weero riots are worked up in the 
South is told in a dispatch from Brunswick, 
Ga., to the Atlanta Constitution. Tuesday 
last a negro excursion train left Brunswick 
for Albany. It is said by the correspondent 
the negroes were filled up with bad liquor 
and were in an ugly humor. Notwithstend- 
ing their reprehensibie condition, however, 
they were peacefully inclined, though sev- 
eral white men who had no business ou the 
train got aboard end tried hard to raise a 
row. The negroes though drunk and ugly (1) 
declined .the invitation to quarrel, and, as 
the correspondent is forced to admit, behaved 
themselves until they had reached Willa- 
coochee, when one of the whites drew a 
pistol and fired into the crowd, wounding 
one of the negroes in the wrist. The re- 
mainder thereupon sprang to their feet, as 
was natural, when the whites began firing at 
them indiscriminately, killing one and 
wounding halfa dozen more. At last they 
rushed at the whites and threw them off the 
train, and the riot was over. This is con- 
spicuously paraded as “a riot of drunken 
negro desperadoes,” though the negroes 
were entirely without fault and behaved 
themselves in every way until the white 
miscreants who had been unable to provoke 
them into a quarrel began firing at them, 
when they defended themselves as any men 
of courage would have done. Had they 
killed every one of the whites they would 
not have been to blame. Had the case been 
reversed and a gang of negroes had invaded 
a white excursion train and acted as these 


‘white miscreants aid no one would have 


censured the whites had they defended 
themselves by every means in their power. 
The incident is significant as showing the 
way in which negro riots are manufactured 
in that region. 


THE COOK COUNTY INSANE ASYLUM. 

The evidence brought out during the pres- 
ent insane asylum investigation is hot pleas- 
ant reading for Chicagoans. The wogst 
points of it, with no mitigatang circum- 
stances, are telegraphed over the country 
and are creating the impression that human- 
ity is a virtue which has not made its way 
this far West—that Chicagoans are too much 
wrapped up in money-making to waste 
thought on the poor and friendiess insane. 

Even after making due allowance for the 
exaggerations of witnesses enough remains 
to show that the insane have been treated 
with a degree of brutahty which is now be- 
lieved to be unknown in any State institu- 
tion. They have been underfed, ill-clothed, 
and kicked and cuffed about because, being 
out of their wits, they did flot obey the 
orders of their ignorant and rough guard- 
ians. These abuses appear to have existed 
under “reform” as well as boodler“ 
boards, though not to the same degree. Thus 
it was while Varnell was Warden that the 
hquor bills ran up to $4,000 a year, while at 
Kankakee they were but 6300 fora larger 


number of patients. The whisky and wine 


used at the asylum were not drank by the 
patients, but by the attendants and by the 
Commissioners when they heid their riotous 
meetings at the institution. — 

The investigation has shown so clearly that 
all must have seen it that the system of man- 
agement ie responsible for these evils. So 
long as spoils politics has anything to do with 
the running of an asylum so long will it be 
run badly. 
It will be worse under the boodlers, but it 
will always be bad, An asylumrun on spoils 
principles is like a bank or a business house 
conducted on that system—sure to be a fail- 
ure. On this point the testimony of Murry 
Nelson, who was once a Commissioner, and 
who is a man of observation and intelli- 
gence, is positive. He wants the asylum 
taken out of the hands of the board. Others 
who are or have been Commissioners have 
testified to the same effect. Men are chosen 
as attendants not because of their fitness but 
to reward them for partisan ward services 
they have rendered the Conimissioners. 
They are fit only to be “porters or scaven- 
gers,” said Mr. Nelson. There may here and 
there be a member of the board who asks no 
such favors from the physician in charge. 
If he does not his associates look on him as a 
fool and divide up among themselves the 
places to which he would have been entitled 
had he chosen to ciaim them. The spoils 
system has been in force at all times at the 
asylum and these outrages are its legitimate 
fruits. The doctor in charge finds it impos- 
sible to resist the spoils pressure brought to 
bear on him. He knows if he does not con- 
sent to appoint the worthless men named to 
him he will be removed and some one chosen 
who will accept bummers. So he generally 
decides to stay, excusing himself on the 
plea that his successor would be a worse 
man than himself and would appoint worse 
toughs. 

Hence it is useless to talk about over- 
crowding ”’ ov lack of money,” or to make 
any of the other excuses with which tne 
Commissioners have sought to break the 
force of these recent disclosures. The fault

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Presbyterian Church North and South has at 
last carried the day, and after working sen- 
arately for nearly thirty years the two 
churches have now 
work together. This does not involve organic 
union yet, but fraternal codperation in Chris- 
tian work at home and abroad must of neces- 
sity load the way to it and ultimately make 
the two members of this great church one 
and indivisible. 

The action leading up to this important re- 
sult was taken last year when the Northern 
Assembly adopted the following report: 

The assembly devoutly cherishes the hope that 
the centennial celebration in which the repre- 
sentatives of the two churches have within the 
last few days so cordially united may prove the 
beginning of an era of 2 fellows pand more 
cordial codperation in the conduct of their work 
for Christ, and forthe more effectual perform- 
ance of this recommends that the committee be 
enlarged by five new members, and be continued, 
witb instructions to confer with a similar com- 
mittee of the other assembly, if it should be ap- 
pointed, in devising such methods of our com- 
mou work, both at home and abroad. as shall 
open the door to the fullest and heartiest co- 
operation. 

To this the Southern Assembly replied 
with the following: 


That, in response to the action of the Northern 
Assembly, we cheerfully to appoint a com- 
mittee whose duty it shall be to confer with a 
similar committee appointed by them, in refer- 
ence to allsuch modes of fraternal codperation 
in Christian work. both at home and abroad, as 
may be considered practical and edifying. 


The conferencé committee in its report 
stated that codperation in the foreign field 
was already secured, the points of differ- 
ence being in this country, and particularly 
in the border States. That difference now 
appears to have been removed by the action 
of the Soutbern Assembly in concurring in 
the action of the Northern in the whole mat 
ter of codperation. One of the recommenda- 
tions as to work in the home field adopted 
by the Northern Assembly shows the work of 
union is substantially complete. It reads: 


That persons connected with churches under 
the care of one of these assemblies who may re- 
move into the bounds of other churches under 
the cure of the other assembly be advised to 
unite with those churches and to seek their peace 
and prosperity. And where such persons are 
founda in sufficient numbers to organize a church 
(there being no other Presbyterian church in 
their immediate vicinity) they should form such 
presbytery 
with which the con ous Presbyterian churches 
are connected, provided said presbytery belongs 
to either of these assemblies. 


The action of the two assemblies unques- 
tionably lets down all the bars, and the two 
churches, which up to the timeof the war co- 
operated with each other ana which have ali 
the time been one in origin, in doctrine, and 
in purpose, are united again for work along 
all the lines of their faith except on the line 
of the iron-bound predestination dogma, 
which neither of them believes. The Meth- 
odists and Baptists, we believe, have not yet 
come together in harmonious working order. 
The Episcopalians and Catholics did not sep- 
arate. There is room for congratulation, 
therefore, that this grand old historical 
churcn, whose stanch Scotch-Irish adherents 
joined hands with the Puritan Congregation- 
alists during the Revolutionary War against 
the: members of the English Church, is once 
more reunited for work at home and abroad, 
and prepared to prosecute the war against 
the hosts of sin with the increased vigor 
which grows out of practical if not organic 
union. If it would only unite now to get rid 
of the iron-bound foreordination and pre- 
destination decrees, which hang about its 
neck like dead weights, it would rise re- 
freshed and with renewed strength. We 
shouid then hear little about vacant pulpits. 


CHARACTERISTIC GREELEY LETTERS. 

The House of Representatives which met 
in December, 1855, was the one elected after 
the passage of the Kansas-Nebraska bill. 
As a result of that piece of legislation ' the 
Democrats had suffered terribly in every 
Northern State, but it was hard to tell in ad- 
vance whether the opponents of slavery ag- 
gressions would be able to elect their candi- 
date for Speaker and control the House. 
There were anti-Nebrasxa men, Whigs with 
conservative and with radical tendencies, 
and Know-Nothings. Those K.-N.’s from the 
Southern States were hostile, of course, nor 
were all the Nortnern ones certain. Some 
had been Free-Soilers, while others were in- 
clined to sympathize with slavery. Natural- 
ly alleyes were turned on Washington, and 


| there went Horace Greeley in December of | 


1855 to be his own best special correspondent. 
He left Mr. Charles A. Dana as managing 
editor of the Tribune and wrote to him during 
the long contest over the Speakership a large 
number of private notes, many of which were 
printed in this paper last week. 

These letters are exceedingly interesting, 
though there is nothing in them which is in 
the nature of a “revelation.” Those who 
knew Mr. Greeley would have said at once 
he alone could have been their author even 
had they been unsigned. They bear his un- 
mistakable ear marks—his strong, simple 
English, his earnestness and impulsiveness, 
and his mtense longing for victory. The 
main thing he had in mind at that time was 
to beat the Democrats, and to that all other 
things had to play second fiddle. Most of 
the time he was in a state of fierce ex- 
asperation. While he was trying to coax 
and whip into line doubtful members like 


New York end of the line, was savagely as- 
sailing them. He admits that we first of 
these was a stupid old dunce “ and an “old 
mule” and the last the ** weakest man in the 
House and “a false knave,” but he did not 
want his negotiations with them smashed by 
Tribune editorials. He finally says despair- 
ingly: 

I must ere itup and gohome. All the border 
rumans from here to the lowest pit could not 
start me away, but you can do it, and I must 
giveup. You are getting everybody to curse me. 


I am too sick to be out of bed, too crazy to sleep, 
and am surrounded by horrors. 


His dispatches correcting or denying edi- 
torial statements were left out after he had 
promised the aggrieved members they should 
appear. So ne begs he may be allowed to 
conduct Tun Trrsune “with reference to 
“the mile wide that stretches either way 
“from Pennsyivania avenue. it is but a 
„Small space and you have all the world 
“besides. If you are not willing, call 
“the proprietors together ana have me 
“discharged.” He also says: “If you 
want to throw stones at anybody’s crockery 
aim at my head first, and-in mercy be sure 
“to aim well.” His letters to the paper, too, 
were crowded out. and by such stuff“ to 
“make room for eleven columns of argu- 
ments as to the feasibility of sustaining the 
“opera in New York. I don’t believe 300 
„people who take the Tribune care one chew 
ot tobacco for the matter.“ Doubtlees he 
was correct, especially at that time. Having 
inmind “these columns of inquest on the 
“putrefying opera” he asks plaintively: 
“What would it cost to burn the opera- 
“house? if the price is reasonable have it 
“done and send me the bill.” 

Greeley did not want his sources of informa- 
tion dried up. Clayton had been pitched into, 
which was unwise, as be is about the best 
man to pump in the Senate.” Abusing Clay- 
ton so “savagely is shymg astone at our own 
“crockery.” Nor did the business of electing 
Banks drive out of his mind his passion for 
accuracy of statement.

NEXT STEPS ON THE DRAINAGE BILL. 

After the approval of the Drainage bill by 
the Governor there are many preliminaries 
to be gone through with before Chicago, or 
the drainage district of which it will form 
the greatest part, can enter upon what will 
be by far the largest municipal improvement 
the city has ever undertaken. 

The machinery of the bill cannot be putin 
operation till there has been presented to the 
Judge of the County Court a petition signed 
by 5,000 legal voters living within the limits 


district which 1s to carry on the work. 
Thereupon the County Judge, calling to his 
assistance two of the Judges of the Circuit 


| Court, sets a day for @ meeting, at which all 


interested shall have a chance to appear and 
be heard. Then the Judges are to fix and 
determine the boundaries of the district, re- 
gardiess of the.petition. This will naturally 
be a task of some time and difficulty. It is 
hard to draw closely the dividing line be- 
tween those who will be benefited and those 
who.wilf not. Persons living on the skirts 
or fringe of the district who will be helped 
by the drainage channel will insist that they 
should not be subjected to taxation. The en- 
gineers will have to be called in to give 
their expert opinions as to where the rorth- 
ern, the southera, and the western dividing 
lines shall be. 

The law will gointo force July 1, but it is 
probable the work of collecting signatures to 
the necessary petition will begin before that 
time, and that early in July the Judges will 
have considered the question. When they 
have settled on the boundaries of the 
drainage district they are to give notice 
of an election to be held the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday in Novem- 
ber, when the voters will decide whether 
they will avail themselves of the provisions 
ot the act—whether they are willing to elect 
the trustees, spend the money, and have the 
drainage channel. If they vote in the nega- 
tive that ends the matter for the time being. 
If they vote in the affirmative, then the 
County Judge calls a special election to 
choose the nine trustees who are to have 
charge of the improvements. 

When the trustees have been selected—five 
of one party and four of the other—tne first 
thing they will do will be to spend some 
money. Thereupon a taxpayer will undoubt- 
edly go into court and enjoin them, setting 
up that the act is unconstitutional. There 
are plenty of taxpayers who are opposed to 
paying anything for drainage. There will 
bea pro forma decision in the lower court, 
and the matter will be promptly taken to the 
Supreme Court, where those Senators who 
opposed the bill because they thought 
it unconstitutional will have a chance to 
make their speeches over again and see if 
they can be more successful in convincing 
the courtthan they were with their col- 
leagues. If the Judges gay the law is good 
the trustees will proceed. They will employ 
engineers to make surveys and will prepare 
to put bonds on the market that they may 
have the money with which to pay con- 
tractors. If the court says the act is invalid 
the people of Chicago will not likeit, but 
they will keep their temper and when the 
next Legisiature meets will appeal to it. If 
the Judges say the Legislature is powerless 
to grant relief the city will seek for an 
amendment to the Constitution granting the 
power, and sooner or later will get it. If 
the act is declared part bad, part good, it will 
do the best it can till the next Legislature 
meets to amend it. The city proposes to fight 
it out till the drainage channel to the Lilinois 
and the barge route to the Mississippi are in 
successful operation. 


THE GOLD FIELDS OF THE TRANSVAAL. 

„No one in the United States,” says Con- 
sul Hollis of Cape Town, South Africa, in a 
recent report to the State Department, “can 
have an idea of the extent ana richness of 
the gold-bearing reefs or lodes that have so 
recently been discovered in the Transvaal 
Republic.” Consul Hollis goes on to claim 
that the recently discovered gold deposits 
will “prove to be the richest in the world”’ 
and “be sure to attractatide of immigra- 
tion as great, perhaps, as that which took 
place to California.” He says hundreds of 
fortunes have been made within a year and 
he knows many persons “who six months 
ago had not $500 who have acquired $50,000,” 
and affirms that “the opportunity for the 
rapid acquisition of wealth has not been 
so good for half a century.“ The great want 
is for capital to develop the mines, and Con- 
sul Hollis declares emphatically that an 
American syndicate that would invest $1,000,- 
000 could easily make $5,000,000 in a short 
time. Evidently the Consul has a severe at- 
tack of gold fever,“ or he is to receive 
eredit as the first to report to the United 
States Government the particulars as to an 
extraordinary mining strike aboat which 
little has been known in this part of the 
world. 

‘Oddly enough, the alleged great gold dis- 
coveries in the Transvaal are found in a dis- 
trict carefully examined by high class min- 
ing experts a few years ago and pronounced 
by them notapaying gold field. It seems, 
however, that the first experiments in work- 
ing the ores gave no correct idea of their 
richness, because the gold was “rarely visi- 
ble and so light and fine that it would 
float away on the surface of the 
water if not caught by some mechanical 
contrivance and plunged into contact with 
mercury.” For this reason it was found 
that. ore which yielded only one or two 
ounces per ton in the mill really contained 
from ten to twelve ounces. Appliances have 
already been used successfully to reduce the 
gold loss, but the fleld is so remote and the 
transportation of mining machinery so 
tedious and difficult that the fuli conse- 
quences of an improved method of reducing 
the ores cannot be known for some time. 
Edward Jones, an English mining engineer, 
fully supports Consul Hollisin his sanguine 
expectations and declarés that with a cer- 
tain improved chlorination process for re- 
ducing the ores an immense amount of gold 
will be won in South Africa. Consul Hollis 
insists that the great mining boom degin- 
ning in that country will not only 
prove a benetit to gold hunters, but will 
offer a fine opportunity for American maau- 
-facturers to develop newflelds of trade. 
He speaks particularly of nfanufacturers of 
mining machinery, agricultural implements, 
hardware, doors and sash, and Yankee no- 
tions.

THE JURY COMMISSION BILL DEFUNCT. 
The Senate bas declined to consider Judge 
Prendergast’s Jury Commission bili and it 10 
consequently dead. It was the belief of a 
majority of the Senators that there were 
some excellent provisions in the bill, but also 
some which required modifications and 
changes which they had not the time to 
make. They dreaded hasty legislation, and 
therefore decided to bear with ills they had 
rather than fly to. those they knew not of. 

The objections to the bill iu its present 
shape were clearly set forth by Senator Gibbs 
in his remarks opposing its consideration, 
and they had the more weight because of his 
familiarity with the subject, he being the 
author of the bill which was adopted two 
years ago, and which the people almost rati- 
fied, but not quite. An examination showed 
him that while the Prendergast bill was free 
from the defects of the bill of 1887 which it 
had been desired to remedy—chuiefly its al- 
leged or supposed unnecessary costliness— 
yet the new bili contained some variations 
which necessarily must work evil. One 
of these was the provision, which has already 
been criticised in this paper, that only those 
who voted at the last town election should 
have to do jury duty. This would deter from 
voting those who disliked to serve and whom 
it is most desired to have as jurors, and 
would lower the standard in the jury-box 
and cut down largely the number of men 
who would go to the polis. 

Another point made by Senator Gibbs was 
that the appointment and control of the Jury 
Commissioners and their office was put in the 
hands of Judges of the County and Circuit 
Courts. He was unable to see a satisfactory 
reason for this non-recognition of the Judges 
of the Superior and Probate Courts, who used 
as many jurors as the Judges of the County 
and Circuit Courts. The effect of the pas- 
sage of the bill as it stood would be to hand 
over the Jury Commission to Judges a ma- 
jority of whom were Democrats, while the 
inclusi@n of the other courts would have 
made the Judges 4 tie politicaliy. It was 
true the bill provided each great party should 
have one of the Commissioners, but a selec- 
tion of a Republican Commissioner made by 
Democrats might not be satisfactory to the 
party itself. 

Senator Gibbs was sure if the bill passed 
as it stood the peopie would reject it, and it 
would be wasted legislation, as far as Cook 
County at least was concerned, to enact it. 
Had it been earlier in the session he would 
have favored the preparation of amendments 
which would bave removed his objections, 
but it was too late to draft and consider 
them. Therefore, though deeming it impor- 
tant that juries should be freed from the bad 
control of the County Board, and especially 
grand juries, he believed it safer to postpone 
legislaton on the question for two years 
more. A majority of his colleagues agreed 
with him in this view of the case, and that 
ends the bill until 1891, 


SOME THIRTY CENTURY OLD LETTERS. 
The latest nnd of cuneiform tablets in the 
Valley ot the Nile is one of unusual interest. 


Workmen excavating for bricks in the 


mounds at Tell El-Amarna, a village about 
100 miles south of Cairo, discovered 875 of 
these tablets on the site of the palace of one 
of the Pharaohs, King ane nay “9 nee 
reigned about 1,300 years befo 

era, or 8,189 years ago. They are 222 ees 
inches square, composed of the soft clay 
which was in common use among the Babylo- 
nians. Several of them have been deci- 
phered. Some are foynd to constitute a 
diplomatic correspondence between Burna- 
buriash, King of Babylonia, and Amenophis 
touching an alleged outrage upon a Babylo- 
nian subject by the latter’s Government for 
which an explanation and indemnity are 
asked. The letters show that human nature 
in that gray antiquity was about the same as 
now and, that diplomatic intercourse has 
changed little. They begin with ail the for- 
mality and courtesy of diplomacy of the pres- 
ent day: 


To Naphuria ges of Amenophis) the 
reat King, the King of Egypt, thus speaks 
urnaburiash, the great King, the King of 
Babylonia, thy brother. To me and my house, 
to my horses and chariots, to my officers and 
my country, may there be abundance of peace. 
To my brother and his house, to his horses and 
to his chariots, to his officers ana his country, 
may there be an abundance of peace. 


Another installment is found to be a por- 
tion of a correspondence between Dushratta, 
King of Mitanni, a province of Mesopotamia, 
with Amenophis IIL, father of the preceding 


Pharaoh, which contains the outline of two 


pretty love stories. Mitanni was a famous 
hunting ground and Amenophis a mighty 
Nimrod who is credited on a scarabseus with 
a hundred tions slain by hisown hands. In 
one of these expeditions he had met Thi or 
Tana, Dushratta’s daughter, fallen in love 
with her, and subsequently married her. In 
the other case the same Dushratta pleads 
the suit of Mans, his brother’s grandson, for 
the hand of the daughter of Amenophis IV. 
Alas! even in those old days hearts were 
bought with gold, for Dushratta notonly sets 
forth his own regard for Amenophis as a 
reason why Mans should be allowed to visit 
his daughter, but sends him gold and rich 
gifts and intimates that if Amenophis wiil 
only consent to the marriage still richer gifts 
and gold galore will follow. We do not know 
whether Dushratta was successful, but the 
analogies from that day to this would indi- 
cate that in all probability Mans made a tri- 
umphant tour from Babylonia to Tell El- 
Amarna with his camels loaded down with 
ivory, gold, sweet spices, and precious stones, 
and carried off his swarthy brideof the Nile. 

There are also in this notable collection 
letters from the ruler of Alashià, an un- 
known country, and numerous reports from 
Egyptian Governors at Sidon, Jaffa, Ascalon, 
‘and other places on the Phenician coast and 
in the interior of Palestine, written in the 
Babylonian language, showing that it was 
the polite language of the time and that the 
domination of Egypt in that day was far 
extended. Prof. Jastrow, who contributes 
to the Nation a detailed description of the 
find, is inclined to the belief that it is only 
the beginning of most important revelations 
concerning the early history of Babylonia 
and Egypt, and says:

A MIGHTY TUNNEL 

The great work of tunneling the Hudson 
River from Jersey City to New York, a dis-

Minister Lincotn in His Official Quarters— 


No Change in Pro«pect.

Lonpon, May 25.—it nas been reported 


that certain changes at the American Lega- 
tion in London were to be made, but the 
rumor has no foundation.

bank’s money. The arrest created a sensation.

The institution held the storm in 
check by transacting business all day long, 
paying out and taking in money as thougn 
nothing unusual was about to occur, and only 
afew minutes before the doors closed a de- 
posit of $50 was taken from a poor old woman 
and a new book made out for her with 
as much deliberation as if the bank was 
sound to the core.

To show how seriously the Alton has been 
affected by its inability to openly and 
promptly meet the competition of its compet- 
itors it is only necessary to state that since 
May 1 the- Milwaukee & St. Paul, which oi 
all the lines formerly secured the smallest 
share of the Kansas City business, has taken 
407 cars of live stock from that point to Chi- 
cago, while the Alton for the same period 
managed to get only 187 cars. There is only 
one line that did worse than the Alton, the 
Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City, which out 
of a total of 5,200 cars carried by all the lines 
from Kansas City since May 1 hauled only 
thirty-seven cars. It is neediess to say 
that the Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City is 
as weary of the “ geatlemen’s agreement“ as 
is the Chicago & Alton. 

The section of the agreement under which 
the Aiton demands a diversion of freight 
reads as follows: 

The executive board shall from time to time, 
on the application in writing of an accredited 
representative of any company the President of 
which is a member of this association, take such 
steps after full bearing of all parties in interest 
as may be proper, requisite, and legal, to secure 
to each company its due share of the competitive 
traffic. 

At the time of the adoption of the agree- 
ment it was pointed out that the above pro- 
vision would be in direct violation of the law. 
as it would be impossible to determine the 
proper proportions of the traffic to which 
each road would be entitled without fixing 
percentages for the various roads. This would 
be nothing more or less than a pool. The 
Alton as well as all the other roads in the 
association know and admit that freight 
cannot be diverted from one road to another 
in order to even up percentages without vio 
lating the provisions of the Inter-State Com- 
merce law. It is generally believed that tne 
Alton’s demand for a diversion or division 
of traffic under the terms of the agreement 
was made with the full knowledge that it 
could not be done, and that it was simply a 
pretext to afford the road the desired oppor- 
tunity of giving the required thirty days’ no- 
tice of withdrawal from the agreement on 
the ground that its provisions cannot be en- 


forced.

TO IMPROVE THE SCHOOL SYSTEMS. 


Mayor, and his 


Prominent New Eagiand Educators Make 
a Move for Kadical Changes. 

Boston, Mass., May 25.—[Speciai.]—Anim- 
portant educational movement was started 
here today and the preliminary steps taken 
towards the formation of a National associa- 
tion for the purpose of securing radicai 
changes in the traditional school curriculum. 
These modifications are to be made in the 
direction of kindergarten and tool work, 
modeling, cooking, and sewing, and in such 
other practical ways as may prove for the 
good of the scholars and the schools, The 
association is to interfere with no existing 
educational society, but will confine itself 
to cothparative and experimental study 
of the new methods ana an active 
propaganda for their introduction into 
the public school system of the country. 
Gen. Francis A. Walker, President of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, and 
Prof. James McAllister of Philadelphia are 
the leaders in the movement, and the promi- 
nent educators in New England are lending 
their influence to the matter. Gen. 
Walker, referring to the matter, said: 
“Our principal work is to make comparison 
of views, to collect and discuss experiences, 
and the wider the field the better. New 
England is not particulany weil adapted at 
the present to afford much information 
and instruction in the points that we 
have in view. Boston does not 
want to prove what Worcester is doing, but 
what Toledo, Cincinnati, Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, and New York are doing. We want to 
make our fieid as wide as possible, and tne 
association, therefore, should be Nationa) in 
character.“

Farther Developments in the Merchants’ 

National Bank Swindle. 
. New Haven, Conn., May 25.—The irregu- 
larities at the Merchants’ National Bank d is 
covered by Bank Examiner Dooley still con 
tinue to be the sensation of the day. The 
bank officials are still reticent and positive- 
ly decline to give out the names of those 
merchants who have been benefited by the 
dishonest note aiscounting practices. This 
action has created the impression that they 
are shielding vrominent business-men who 
have been in collusion with Cashier Bradley 
and Teller Palmer. The bank officials now 
admit that the loss will be fully 
$50,000 and may possibly eat up their entire 
surplus of $100,000. The feeling is spreading 
that the bank is crippled worse than it cares 
to acknowledge, but the actual amount will 
not be known until the bank has exhausted 
all means of recovery by attaching the 
property of the implicated parties. 
Warrants were issued and this afternoon 
Marshal Lovejoy arrested John E. Bassett, 
for whom $17,000 worth of notes had been 
discounted, charging him with aiding and 
abetting Palmer in the embezzlement of the 
bank’s funds. Bail was fixed. at $3,000, 
which was furnished. When Mr. Bassett 
returned to his store he found a 
Sheriff in waiting, who attached the 
store and stock and real estate 
to the amount of $50,000, At the instance of 
the bauk Marshal Lovejoy next arrested 
Cashier John C. Bradley on a warrant chara- 
ing him with falsely swearing to fraudulent 
financial statements of the bank’s condition 
in the reports recently forwarded to the 
Controller. Bail was fixed at $3,000, 
which was furnished. The Marshal then 
visited Teller Palmer’s house and arrested 
him on a warrant charging him with certify- 
ing a check for $1,600 on the Merchants’

HE WAS IN A TREMENDOUS HURRY. 


The Peculiar Actions of a Man the Morn- 
ing of May 5. 

An occurrence peculiar in itself, though it 
may have no connection with the Cronin 
murder, was witnessed by Johr Block and 
his sons, who live at the foot of Fifty-nioth 
atret in Lake View. Block sells gravel 
and has a garden on tne south side of Pifty- 
ninth street, while his house and barn are 
across the road on hilly ground. West of the 
narrow garden is a stretch of heavy shrub- 
bery skirting Fifty-ninth street and reach- 
ine for several blocks to the piace where 
Cronin’s body was found. At 5 o'clock 
Sunday morning, May 5, Block and 
his sons were aroused by the barking of the 
dogs. They looked out and saw a man emerge 
from the thick shrubbery, run across the po- 
tato pa and make for the lake shore. His 
face was flushed, and he seemed to be some- 
what tired by the exercise, but he continued 
running along the beach, traveied in a semi- 
circle part way around the house and headed 
north, turning into the heavy woods that 
skirt the lakeshore. Block watched him and 
lost sight of the man as he turned into the 
woods, out he saw him emerge and continue 
north along the lake shore, still running as 
before. He was lost to view two miles above. 
at the end of Edgewater. 

The mysterious person’s description 1s that 
of a man 26 to 30-years old, over tne average 
might, of heavy build, with a smooth face.

The Block boys say they have often passed 
near the catch-basin im which Cronin’s wary 4 
was found. Oneday they bad a dog wit 
them, aud the animal ran into the ditch and 
barked furiously, but the boys were in a 
hurry and did not stop to investigate. 

Some persous who opened a millinery shop 
on Ashland avenue about a biock south of 
the Carlson cottage May 2 heard an unusual 
barking of dogs ia the neighborhood tne Sat- 
urday night following, and since the disclos- 
ure of the murder they attribute the uneasi- 
ness of the dogs to noises made during the 
struggle attending the murder. 

Frank Wroblesky. a Polish farm laborer 
living on Woodside street, near Roscoe, saw 
a man go into the cottage one evening last 
week. He cannot fix the evening, but says 
it was about Tuesday or Wednesaay. Wro- 
blesky passed the house about 6 o’ciock ana 
saw a short, chunky” man go up the front 
steus and enter the door. The door was un- 
locked, as the man simply had to turn the 
knob to get in. Wroblesky only saw his 
back and could give no description of the 
man further than tbat he was short and 
stout and wore dark clothes. 

Word reached the police authorities yes- 
terday that some mysterious strangers rent- 
ed a house far out on Clybourn avenue about 
a month ago. lcemen auu rough characters 
made it a resort.

LE CARON LIED ON THE STAND. 


A Jollet Man Tells of the Spy’s Initiation 
Into the Clan-na-Gael. 

Jouiet, lil, May . — [Special.]— Great 
interest has been aroused in Joliet by the 
publication of portions of the testimony of 
Le Caron relative to his initiation m the 
Clan-na-Gael. Le Caron testified that he was 
initiated by a certain Irish leader in Chicago. 
In doing this he had broken the rules of the 
order, Le Caron not being of Irish extraction. 
A local paper tonight publishes an interview 
Donahoe, one of the promivent 
Irishmen of this city, concerning the reports 
of Le Caron’s initiation. Mr. Donanoe’s 
answer was a complete retutauon of the re- 
ports. 

The leader in question had pothing what- 
ever to do with Le Caron’s initiawon in the 
Cian-na-Gael,” said he positively. “Le 
Caron was initiated to the Clan-na-Gael in 
Braidwood in the year 1880 by Wiliam 
O’Cailagan of this city, It was the first 
Cian-na-Gael camp in that place, and was or-

This Action Taken After a Conference Be- 

tween Mayor Cregier and Ohief Hab- 

bard—Stephen Coakley of Lake View 

Tells a Story About the Clan-na- Gael 

in Which the Detective, F. O. Sullivan, 
aod Dr. Cronin Are Mentioned. 


Detective Denny Coughlin 18 temporarily 
“detained’’ by the police as a witness. 
Mayor Cregier visited Superintendent 
of Police Hubbard yesterday after- 
noon, and the two were in conference for 
over an hour when Corporation Counsel 
Hutchinson was calied in. The case was 
discussed at length, and considerable time 
was devoted to the prominence into which 
Detective Coughlin has sprung and his prob- 
able culpability. “One thing,” said the 
Mayor, “I want to impress upon you, 
and that is that extraordinary 
efforts are to be made to uncover this hid- 
eous plot. It is a stain upon our city to have 
such a terrible crime committed without the 
perpetrators being avprebended and brought 
to justice. Do not understand me to criticise 
the work of the department in this matter 
when I say that the present efforts must be 
doubled. Let us be overzealous rather than 


not active enough. 
slight. must be followed up, and, when there 
is suspicion hanging over a man of complic- 
ity and where there is a doubt whether 
severe action should be taken, take advant- 
age of the doubt and act. I would rather be 
in the wrong nineteen times in a case of such 
importance than give the murderers a 
chance to escape. There should be no 
scarcity of good men at work, even if other 
work has to be neglected.” 

The possible connection of Coughlin with 
the case was taken up and Superintendent 
Hubbard explained the result of his inter- 
view with the detective and his explanation of 
the white horse episode. 

„Have Detective Coughlin brought in 
again, said the Mayor, I want to talk to 
him. I want to ask him some questions which 
I propose he shall answer at once to clear 
away this mystery. If he does not we must 
act promptly.” 

During the day the Superintendent of Po- 
lice personaily visited Dr. Cronin’s office, in 
the Overa-House Block, and also his late 
apartments in the Conklin residence. Men 
were placed in charge to see that no one 
meddied with any of the murdered man’s 
belongings. 

During the afternoon Attorney Hynes 
called on the Mayor, and the two had a con- 
ference in regard to the case, but its result 
or the matters brought out could not be 
ascertained. : 

Detective Dan Coughlin was brought down 
to the Superintendent’s office at 4:30 p. m. 
Mayor Cregier, Col. W. P. Rend, Attorney 
W. J. Hynes, Corporation Counsel Hutcbin- 
son, and Superintendent Hubbard were pres- 
ent. Tommy O'Neill, me Mayor’s private 
secretary, was sent for to take a shorthand 
report of the detective’s statements, and he 
was then told to tell what he knew 
of the Cronin case. The conference lasted 
over two hours. Coughlin was allowed to 
tell his story and then he was taken in hand 
by the Mayor, Attorney Hynes, and Cor. 
poration Counsel. He s their fire of 
questions for awhile with a fair degree of 
seif-possession. Then he became flurried and 
nervous, but said nothing that could be used 
against him. When the conference broke 
up at 6:80 the lips of all the parties were 
sealed. They waiked out and hurriedly left 
the. building. Coughlin left the room 
with Lieutenant of Detectives Elli 
ott. He s in the hall a min- 
ute or two talhmg with the Lieutenant, 
then he was turned over to Detective Flynn. 
Coughlin and Flyuu walwed away together 
carelessly, but Coughlin was a prisoner. He 
was taken to a stauon and locked up.

m. that night he was completely fagged out, 
and that the buggy was a top-buggy, together 
with other circumstances, have directed some 
suspicion to the East Chicago Avenue de- 
tective. The facts are about as follows: 

The morning of May 4 Cougblin called on 
Liveryman Dinan.

However, be took the rig and 
drove away with it.

THE TRACKS OF THE MURDERERS 


Footprints Indicate That a Woman Was in 
the House After the Crime. 

The house at No. 1872 North Ashland 
avenue was yesterday examined more 
thoroughly than before and some discoveries 
were made that may become impurtant later 
on. 
The house is arranged like most frame cot- 
tages. The front parlor opens on a small, 
square hall which one enters upen opening 
the street door. The floor of this hallway 
was not painted, but contained a large num- 
ber of footprints made by some 
one who had stepped on the fresh 
paint. The footprints were made in the 
most remarkable way. They were néarly all 
by one foot—a left foot, evidently—and all 
with tue toes toward the street door, as 
though made by a person going out. If the 
person walked on both feet and did not hop

of this change in the rule, said it was 
& reversal ot the commission's policy hither- 
to. For what were then deemed exceilent 
reasons, the commission when it was first 
established had the eligible list kept secret, 
the idea being that this secresy would pre- 
vent politicians from bringing pressure 
to bear upon any pubue officer to insure the 
appointment of a given man on the eligible 
list. It has, however, in practice, he said, 
resulted frequently that politicians were 
able to get hold of the standing of applicants 
on the eligible list, while tne outside public 
and all but the favored applicants themselves 
remained in ignorance of it, and the commis- 
sion is now inclined to think the regulation 
has not produced the results intenaed, and 
which at the time there seemed excellent 
reasons to think it wouid produce. 

The commission believes in the doctrine 
that in our form of government publicity is 
a good thing, unless special reasons to the 
contrary can be shown; and it is now 
going to apply it fully in the case of the 
eligible list. The commission feeis that it is, 
above all things, necessary to drill into the 
minds of the public a belief in the absolute 
honesty and fairness of the pres 
ent system of selecting public employés, 
and of the wayin which it is carried out.

THREE NEW CRUISERS. 

Proposals for the construction of three 
cruisers for the navy were today issued from 
the Navy Department under authority of the 
actof Con s of Sept. 7, 1888. Bids will 
be opened Aug. 1, 1889. These vesseis are to 
be of 2,000 tons displacement, and are to ex- 
hivit a maximum speed of at least eighteen 
knots an hourfor four consecutive hours. 
They are tobe finished within two years 
from the date of contract, and the payments 
will be made in twenty equal installments 
as the work 1 The cost of the 
vesseis, excluding any premium that may be 
paid for incres speed and the cost of arma- 
ment, but ineluding equipment, is limited to 
an amount not exceeding $700,000 each. The 
proposals are divided into four classes, the 
tirst being fora vessel in accordance with 
the plans of the Secretary of tne Navy; the 
second for the plans of the contractor; the 
third being for the Secretary’s hull and the 
contractor’s machinery, and the fourth for 
the contractor’s hull and the Secretary’s ma- 
chinery. This last class is an innovauon in 
naval construction.

Without @ votes in the Question of 8 
Change in Motive Power—Provisions of 
the Measure and Arguments in Its Sup- 
port—Measures Advanced in the Senate 
General Springfleld News, — 


SPRINGFIELD, III., May 25.—[Special.}]—The 
bill allowing street-car companies to 
their motive power without the consent of 
the City Council or property owners, 
which was introduced by Senator Dean and 
Representative Wells was read a third time 
in the Senate this afternoon and passed. 
Senator Eckhart, who had been its 
uncompromising foe, protested, but he 
was not heeded, and the only 
redress is in a possible veto by the Governor. 
For some reason or another the great im- 
portance of the bill has been overlooked, and 
it was not until it had passed the House that 
some of the members in that body discoy- 
ered that it was so sweeping in its effects. 
It had gone through the Judiciary Commit- 
tee after Mr. Weils made a speech urging 
favorable action because of the  bene- 
fits the people of Quincy, who now had to 
content themselves with cars hauled. by 
mules, would derive. It was not suspected 
that Chicago street railway companies would 
be the real beneficiaries, and the House 
passed it about three weeks ago, when Mr. 
Doolittie gave notice that he would 
move to reconsider. Tuis notice was entered 
Friday, and as Mr. Doolittle went home and 
was not presentin the House Monday even- 
ing, the bill was sent to the Senate, where it 
had been advanced and fully discussed when 
on second and third reading. When it was 
on second reading Senators Wiles and Eck- 
hart sought to, have it amended, but they aid 
not succeed, and it was ordered to third read- 
ing. Mr. Eckhart, though, has been watching 
it, and when it was taken up he intended 
to enter objections which would necessitate 
a suspension of the rules to consider the 
measure, but while he was momentarily en- 
gaged today Senator Bacon of Will called it 
up. Senator Eckhart objected to its considera. 
tion, and claimed that it had not been prop- 
erly called up, inasmuch as the Secretary 
had not called the uumber of the 
bill, but the President held to the 
contrary. Senator Chapman then made a 
speech and stated that a large number of 
Senators were opposed to the bill, and would 
like to enter their objections if the oppor- 
tunity was given. The President, however, 
held what the bill was being read and upon 
its final passace, end that as the roll had been 
ordered and there had been no responses 
the merits of the measure could be discussed. 
Thereupon Senator Chapman spoke against 
the bill, and moved that it be referred to the 
Committee on Judicial Departments. He 
contended that the measure wasa bad one 
because it increased the power of a. horse 
railway compauy not granted by its charter. 
It permit a change to ine eiectrio 
svstem ‘and the erection of poles upon the 


streets, and took from the iW Council the 

t was legisla- 
tion that should not be enforced and was not 
treating the people right. Senator Eckhart 
expressed surprise that the bill should be 
reada third time. It was identical with 
the bill which was before the Com- 
mittee on Judicial Departments and was 
reported back with the recommendation that 
it do not pass. He hardiy thought the 
Senate was prepared to pass such a measure. 
The people on the North Side in Chicago had 
had considerable experience with cable cars, 
and i; was not at all satisfactory. The City 
Council ought not to be divested of the pow- 
ers it now had. The changing from horse to 
cable power on a great many of the streets 
of Chicago would rum them. Senator Ma- 
thews declared that. the only * objection 
made to the bill was that it would scare 
horses. 

It was like the man who did not want the 
Iilnois Central constructed because it would 
frighten and make unmanageable horses and 
cattie. Senator Berry, though, maintained 
that the bill applied not only to Chicago but 
to the State at large, and saw good reasons for 


its passage. An amendment bad been offered 


requiring that upon the consent of the prop- 
erty-owners the City Council should grant 
the right to change the power, but this was 
voted down because the friends of the bill 
did not want the City Council or the people 
to have anything to say. 

Senator Gibbs asked Senator Eckhart how 
the placing of cable cars on the str-ets of 
Chicago was going to ruin the thoroughfares, 
and was told in reply that it was dangerous 
to person aud vehicles. An ordinance had 
recently been passed by tne City Council re- 
quiring the cable companies to piace flagmen 
at ail the street crossings. 

Senator Gibbs did not take this view of the 
case, and thought that it was a miscaken be- 
lief to suppose that under the bill poles could 
be erected and the streets obstructed.

The bill provides that any company incor- 
porated under any general or special act of

Clarence Knight came down from Chicago 
today to protest against the passage of the 
bill, and in some way or other it was hinted 
around that tue Aldermen and Mayor Cregier 
wanted to build an elevated road of their 
own. This naturally made votes for the bill, 
and Mr. A. S. Trude in speaking of the 
»ction of the Senate this evening said: The 
Legislature has only done that which the 
City Council could accomplish. Certainly 
the Legisiature of the State can be as safely 
trusted to empower street-car companies to 
change their motive power as provided in 
the bill just passed as the City Council. 
There is no force in the objection that the 
Consent of the property owners along the 
line whereon the change is sought to be 
made is not first obtained.

He Knows of but One Case of a Man Having 
Been Pissected Alive, and That Was in. 
the Time of Charles V.—Bishop Could 
Not Have Been Conscious at the Time 
His Brain Was Removed—Paris Treated 
to a Few Days of English Sammer—

Bunlax, May 2%.—The dread of | being 
buried while in a state of trance has oc- 
curred to every thinking human being at 
least once during his or her lifetime. The 
idea is of itself such a hideous cne that it is 

om spoken of to another person, being 
included among those fancies that hover 
around the feverish bed of sleeplessness in 
the silent watches of the night and fleelike 
evil spirits at the approach of dawn. 

No otner living man has dissected as many 
human beings or inferior animais as Prof. 
Rudolph Virchow of the University of Berlin. 
The case of Washington Irving Bishop is one 
of such vitai interest to the whole human race 
that I did not hesitate to break in upon the 
labor of the great scientist to ask him, in the 
interest of humanity, for an opinion concern- 
ing Bishop’s case. When I stated it to him 
the professor paused for a moment,. and 
then, with that modesty and reserve in 
stating his views common to all those 
whose knowledge is really profound, said: 
“Is is somewhat difficult to give a posi- 
tive opinion concerning such a case 
unless one is in possesion of ali the 
facts bordermg on it. But I have no 
hesitation in saying that the fact of the 
brain having been warm at the time of its 
removal is no proof at all that Bishop was 
alive at the time the post-mortem examipa- 
tion of his body was made. After death the 
internal organs frequently remain warm for 
a long time after the surface of the body has 
become cold, and there are certain maladies, 
mainly of the nervous system, when not only 
the temperature of the braia is not dimin- 
ished after death, but actually undergoes an 
increase. This has been proved beyond the 
slightest doubt by a number of experiments 
made on men and on inferior animals. 

THE CASE OF VASETIUS. 

“In the whole course of my long experi- 
enceas an anatomist I never nave known 
nor heard of a case of a maa Being dissected 
alive except in one instance, and that is a 
matter of history. although the evidence in 
it is imperfect. That was the case of Vesa- 
lius, the great anatomist of the sixteenth 
century. He revolutionized the science in 
breaking loose trom traditions handed down 
from the time of Galen. It is said tnat he 
lived in convealment somewhere in Spain 
during the last ten years of his life after 
having filled a prominent part at court as 
well as in science, for he Was the body sur- 
geon of Charles V. 3 

„The reason alleged fof his retirement 
from the world is that he inadvertently 
anutomized the body of a man who was alive 
at the time. As I say, this is the only case 
of the kind I have heard of until you men- 
tioned Mr. Bishop’s, and it is fur from being 
substantiated. 

“i have heard ot many cases where it has 
been alleged that versons have been buried 
while in a stateof trance, but in no case 
thoroughly investigated has this been proved. 

“Even if it be admitted that Mr. Bishop 
wus alive at the time his brain was removed 
the allegation that he was conscious of what 
was being done to him then is absurd, Con- 
sciousness is a function of the brain, the re- 
sult of its activity, and in order that this ac- 
‘tivity may continue it is necessary to renew 
the supply of oxvgen to the brain, which can 
be supplied only by means of the blood, and the 
supply of oxygen to the blood can be main- 
tained only as long as respiration is contin- 
ued. If the circulation of the blood and res- 
— both cease the brain is necessarily 

eprived of the oxygen necessary to the ac- 
tivity which alone produces consciousness. 

In that case decomposition would soon set in, 

as the brain is one of the portions of the 

body that most quickly decomposes. 
TESTS TO BE APPLIED. 

0% Our only means of knowing whether life 
still exists in the human body are certain 
actions. There is often no positive proof that 
life is extinct, and, on the other hand, no 
positive proof that shows it to be still remain- 
ing, if we except these actions that are un- 
mistakabie. If respiration and circulation 
are discontinued they never return, for the 
reason above stated. The signs that show 
their presence may be so slight as to escape 
the closest observation, but they are there. 
Breathing still continues, although so faintly 
as not to affect a mote in the air near the 
mouth. 

“The best tests as to whether life is de- 
parted or notare the most powerful excit- 
auts— the galvanic battery, for instance, one 
poie of which should be attached to the dia- 
phragm, tne most powerful muscléof respira- 
tion, and the other to the medulia oblongata, 
which controls the nerves descending from 
tne head to the neck, and is the vital citadel 
of the body—the centre of respiration and 
circulation.” 

A GRAND TATTOO. 

At 9 o’clock this evening the Emperor and 
King Humbert witnessed a grand military 
tattoo by 11,000 performers in front of the 
castle. The Lustgarten was illuminated 
with Bengal lights. The display was wit- 
nessed by enthusiastic crowds.

Parisian Speculators Frightened by War- 
like Keports—Effect on Stocks.

Paris, May 25.—About noon yesterday a 
shock was felt throughout the bourse on 
receipt of an agency telegram: announcing 
that the King of Italy and the German Em- 
peror would travel to Strasburg together, 
and that a grand review of the garrison 
would be hela there in the presence of the 
allied monarchs. It was pointed. out 
by interested stock jobbers that such 
an action on the part of the 
Italian monarch could mean nothing 
less than an absolute provocation to war. A 
downward movement in French and Italian 
rentes was the immediate resuit of re- 
port, although it became pretty evident be- 
fore closing time that there was not much in 
the rumor, The stock affected finished at 
considerable reduction from yesterday’s 
rates. As a matter of fact the dispatch was 
circulated in s containing ine sensa- 
tional item referred to. but early in the 
afternoon the 7emps threw cold water on the 
story, which was subsequently denied in 
tote by a telegram from Strasburg stating 
that the Emperor would visit the Alsatian 
Capital, but that he would not be accom- 
panied by the King of Italy. The version 
given above gives the true history of the 
monarchs’ travels. They will go as far as 
Frankfort-on-the-Main together and will part 
there, the King going south via Fribourg 
and Basie to Italy, while the Kaiser pro- 
ceeds westward to pay his first visit to the 
western provinces. The sensational news 
was doubtless only a coup de bourse, but it

Attitade of the Alton in Regard to Certain 
Charges. 

The case of Leonard & Chappel of Mount 
Leonard, Mo., against the Chicago & Alton, 
charging that the read is acting contrary to the 
provisions of the Inter-State Commerce law in 
weighing live stock and charging weight per 100 
pounds instead of making rates per car-load, 
will be heard by the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission at Springfield, Mo., the latter part of 
this week. The case will not be defended by the 


Chicago & Alton but by the Inter-State Com-: 
merce Railway Association. The reason for this. 


is that the Alton has less interest in the matter 
than the other rouds in the association. The Al- 
ton people say they joined the agreement to weigh 
live stock and, charge per 100 pounds rather 
reluctantly and it would suit them just as well 
to charge by the car-load, They say they do not 
propose to defend a case in which their com- 
petitors have the most interest. 

The Aiton takes the same position in regard to 
the case of the Chicago Board of Trade against 
the road and other lines for making higher rates 
on live hogs than on packing-house products 
from the Missouri River to Chicago, which 
will be heard by the Inter-State Commission in 
this city tomorrow, The road says it has no 
interest in muinteining a higher rate on live 
hogs than on packmg-house  ovroduets, 
and that the Iowa roads alone are 
interested in the matter, they being 
anxious to protect the Iowa packers. 
This case will be heard simuitaneously with the 
case Of Squire & Co. of Boston charging viola 
tion of law by Chicago east-bound lines in not 
Maintaining a proper relative basis between 
dressed veef and live stock rates.

BROWBEATING 1HK WITNESS. 


Kxamination by the Committee. 
Senator Gibbs then undertook to browbeat 
Mr. Stevenson, who was vainly endeavoring 
to reply to the former’s interrogatories as to 


why he had published the roll-cail on the mo- 


tion to take up the trust bill. He badgered 
the witness about having statea that money 
had been raised to kill the bili in the Senate, 
and when Mr. Stevenson had informed him 
that he did not suppose the fund had been 
raised to p'ay pool with, Mr. Gibbs, beimg sur- 
rounded by friends, insultingiy remarked 
to the witness: 
rather weak intellect.” 

“The witness is not responsible because 
you don’t possess the intellect to understand 
what he says,” quickly interjected Mr. 
Trude, who had grown weary of having the 
witness abused. He had sai quietly by for 
some time while Mr. Stevenson was being 
examined upon all that he knew, thought, or 
conjectured about the article. He had 180 
beard Mr. Stevenson asked to put his construc- 
tion upon certain passages in the articie, and 
concluded that Mr. Gibbs was conduc: ug a 
Une of inquiry savoring of persecution. It 
was then that he ventured to interpose an 
objection and called the attention of the 
committee to the fact that it did not become 
some members of the senior body of the 
Legisiature of a sovereign State to permit 
an examination notonly bya committee but 
by Senator Gibbs, who was putting ques- 
tions each of which contained not oaly an 
inquiry but also a bludgeon. No Senator 
should apply an epithet of reproach to a 
witness who appeared voluntarnuy and was 
under the protection of the Sevate while 
other Senators in the immediate rear or Mr. 
Stevenson were demanding and threatening, 
and Mr. Bunn was engaged in calling the 
wituess a liar, to which expression a person 
sitting near by added: That's so.” 
This manner of running an invest 
gation reminded Mr. Trude of an in- 
vestigation by Coroner’s jury 
and it did not 
comport with the dignity of a Senator to call 
the witness names, while another Senator 
jamed a gimlet between his clavicies. It was 
a cowardly proceediog. Tue Committee of 
Inquiry Mr. Trude recognized as one of 
ability and intellect, and be hoped it · would 
see that the witness was treated courteously. 
This little speech quieted Mr. Gibbs for a 
while, but he soon broke loose again, where- 
upon Mr. Trude told him: George, you are 
the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost of this in- 
vestigation.”” Mr. Gibbs apologized for the 
language he had used after Mr. Trude had 
expressed the opinion that the Senator from 
the Tnird District was like a Second Ward 
hotel gong, ing ail the time, and it was 
Senator Stephenson’s turn then to threatea 
to have Mr. Trude exciuded from the room. 
But Senator Mathews did not think there 
Was any necessity for so much cross-firing 
providing the witness was treated decently, 
and he hoped decorum would be preserved. 
Senator Wiles next took tne witness and 
continued the line of rt eA adopted by 
Mr. Gibbs. He wanted to know the 
witness’ reasons for stating that tue 
money was used in the Senate, 
and Senator Berry fired several simi! 
questions. Two or three other gentlemen 
joined in the chorus. Mr. Trude suggested 
that the article spoke for itself. No witness 
had ever been permitted by any tribunal in 
this or any other country to give his views 
and opinions as to what was meant by the 
language unless the same was ambiguous, 
which was not and could not be claimed in 
this case. It was a well known principle of 
law that where an article was susceptible 
of asinister meanmg and also a harmiess 
meaning that the latter was accepted 
as against the former. in view of this he 
thougut Senators Berry, Wiles, and Gibbs 
had no grounds for complaint on account of 
their names being mentioned in the roll-cal 
because there was no language connect 
with it in denunciation or even of vague in- 
sinuation. The names of three men only, 
two members of the Senate and ore of the 
House, were mentioned as having a 
possibie connection with any wrong- 
doing, and because two of these hap- 
pened to be Senators the entire Sen- 
ute assumed that charges of corruption 
had been made againstit. This, Mr. Trude 
thought, was an exoihition of supersensitive- 
ness, and he cited a well known case ir 
which one man of ten was charged with 
being athief. ine court held that no one of 
that number had the right to assume that he 
was the person meant. Such a position 
would be tantamount to self-accusation. Nor 
could the entire group compiain of being 
charged or tainted witu the accusation. 

Mr. Gibbs remained eloquently silent, and 
in conclusion Mr. Trude contended that it 
must be apparent to the committee that the 
article was printed in good faith by Tun 
TrisuNe Company. There was no quesuon 
but what Stevenson was informed by Jacob 
Buon. There was an abundance of inherent 
evidence contirmatory of the truth of the 
article. Stevenson had never h of 
the well known lobbyist, Butler; 
vor did he know any of the 
Senators mentioned. His source of iaforma- 
tion, therefore, must have been some well 
known citizen of Springticid familiar with 
its pust history. Stevenson had shown con- 
ciusively that he was informed of ise mat- 
ters and things published in tne article. Mr. 
Bunn now stated taat he never gave 81, nor 
did he know of any money being given 
to any Senator, but the article had 
pot claimed that such gentiemen, well 
known for their honesty and _ ability, 
as Senators Matthews, Washburn, Eckhart, 
Pigrce, Berry, Bogardus, Chapman, and 
others had ever accepted any consideration. 
Their acknowledged reputation would forbid 
the entertainment of that idea, although it 
was unfortunately true that some members 
of the lobby used the names of reputable 
Senators to fur.iuer their own ends. 

Mr. Stevenson was tnen aliowed to go, and 
the committee adjourned until Monday morn- 
ing at 9 o’ciock.

WESTERKILL’S QUEER SUICIDE. 


Dresses Himself for the Coffia and 
. Takes Morphine—His Motives. 
George A. Westerkill was yesterday found deaa 
in bed in hie room on the top floor of the Damon 
Hotel, over the Olympic Theatre, at No. 51 South 
Clark strect, where he had committed suicide. 
Westerkill had evidently been dead thirty-six 
hours, and two empty morphine bottles showed 
the means he had employed to end his life.

Westerkili had arranged the woman’s photo- 
graph and last letter where he could see them 
ashe lay in bed. The photograph represented 
Lydia Thompson in tights, and the letter which 
had inclosed the photograph merely thanked 
Westeérkill for the guets and other favors 
— he had lavished upon her during her stay 
ere. 


He left letters directed to George Conn, a mu- 
sician at No. 759 Warren avenue. Westerkill 
had borrowed $ from Conn, of which amonnt he 
had expended $1.50 for morphine and the re- 


‘mainder was to be returned to him. He said his 


father in Wisconsin would repay the rest. He 
requested that the news be broken gently to his 
aged father and mother, as it would break their 


Westerkill was employed as a ticket agent in 
a suburban town on the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway. Heowed for the last week’s board at 
the hotel, but was not known to be any deeper 
in debt. He was something of a musician and 
nearly all his associates were musicians.

The Growth ofa Great Industry. 

A remarkable instance of the growth of a great 
industry is affored by the statistics, which have 
just been published, of Krupp’s establishment at 
Essen. In 1833 it had nine workingmen; 1848, 74.

13,626 were at Essen; and, including the families

| DONT GIVE UP THE SHIP. 


THE FAMOUS NAVAL DUEL OFF nos- 
ron HARBOR JUNE 1, 1813, 


4 Visit to Admiral Wallis, Who Vought on 
the Shannon Seventy-six Years Ago, 
aod Who Saw Lawrence Fall — The 
Story of the Capture of the Chesa- 
peake Told by a British Veteran Who 
Recently Celebrated His Ninety-eighth 
Birthday. 5 D 

London Letter in the New York Sun: I 
have listened to what seemed like a voice 


from another age. It was, in fact, that of a 


Man who seventy-six years ago figurea 
prominently in one of the most famous naval 
engagements which ever took place between 
the sailors of the United States and Great 
Britain. This is Admiral Sir Provo Wallis, 
whe was Second Lieutenant, and, after the 
fight, officer in charge of the British frigate 
Shannon when she captured the American 
frigate Chesapeake, in the duel of Boston 
Harbor, June 1, 1813. Wallis is the man who 
took the ship and sailed away with it after 
the American Captain, Lawrence, had. dying, 
uttered his deathless phrase: ‘Don’t give 
up the ship.“ Admiral Wallis still lives, at 


the age of 98, and, although vedridden, is in 


full possession of all his faculties. He is 
senior Admiral of the fleet, which is not sur- 
prising when one recalls the number of nis 


years. 

His full name is Provo William Parry Wal- 
lis, and he was born April 12, in the year of 
the Lord 1791, at Halifax,in Nova Scotia, 
where his father, Provo Featherstone Wallis, 
Esq.. was chief cierk in the office of the 
Commissioner of his Majesty’s naval yard in 
the colony. 

The capture of the Chesapeake by the 
Shannon was the most brilliant achievement 
of the English during this war, which as a 
matter of fact resulted in raising the new- 
born American Nation to a respected posi- 
tion on the seas. 

Hearing that the venerable Admiral was 
still alive and that ae celebrated his 98th 
birthday the 12th,I resolved to pay hima 
visit, and was rewarded by an account of 
the fight off Boston from hisown lips. He 
lives in the country, about seven miles from 
Chichester, in Sussex. 

When he spoke to me of the fight he con- 
tinually expressed his anxiety iest he should 
be construed as saying anything disparaging 
to Americans, and declared that the officers 
of the Chesapeake fought as bravely as men 
could possibly have done. 

Here is his account of the battle. It is 
principally in the words he spoke to me, 
but has been checked by reference to 
the account which he furnished in 1806 to the 
author of a life of Admiral Broke, to which 
book Admiral Wallis referred me as his 
favorite authority ou the subject. 

No sensible Englishman,’ he said, can 
look with satisfaction on the war of 1812. I 
consider that it was principally due to the 
stupidity and brutality of the home author- 
ties in England. The Americans were un- 
doubtedly the injured party. Much ill-feel- 
ing was caused for some years before the 
war by the English seizing all American 
ships and searching them for property be- 
longing to Frencamen or subjects of other 
hostile nations. Then, after Napvleon had 
issued his decree of Berlin and Milan 
forbidding commerce between England and 

ractically the whole of Europe, the English 

vernment issued their orders in council 
forbidding neutrais to trade with the bel- 
ligerent .States of Europea. War then be- 
came certain. 

“it was deciared June 18, 1812. The 
American merchant service suffered terribly. 
On one occasion a convoy of fifteen ships 
was burned off New York. A great number 
suffered a similar fate. In the conflicts be- 
tween the British and American men of war 
tne latter, nominally of the same class as the 
former, were greatly superior in weight and 
guns. We were therefore beaten time after 
time. Our. meeting with the Chesapeake 
was a happy opportunity for maintaining the 
honor of the British nuvy. The Chesapeake 
was nearly 100 tons heavier than the Snan- 
non, but counting slight differences on both 
sides the combatants were nearly equally 
matched. 

For some days previous to June 1, 1813, 
the weather in Boston Bay had been thick 
and foggy, so that wé had to guess our posi- 
tion. The morning of the Ist, however, was 
ushered in dy a brilliant sunrise, and the 
land near Boston was sighted. But we were 
not without fear lest the Chesapeake had ef- 
fected her saw aoe the thick weather, 
as Commodore Rogers in the President, 44, 
with the Congress, 38, had under similar cir- 
cumstances contrived to do. 

„Having. however, stood in to recon- 
noitre, we were gratified by a sight of her in 
Nantasket Roads. We challenged her to 
come out and fight a duel, guaranteeing that 
no other ship of our nationality should inter- 
fere, and to | a similar guarantee on 
their part. The challenge was immediately 
accepted, and the Chesapeake ran up a white 
flag on which we discerned the words, Free 
trade and sailors’ rights.“ Wehove to and 
continued so till she was within gunshot.

* Atten minutes to6, being then within 
gunshot, she gallantly rounded to and ranged 
up closely on our starboard quarter, and the 
battle began. 3 

Tune cannonading lasted for only eleven 
minutes when the Chesapeake, who had got 
before our beam, was taken aback, and, mak- 
ing a sternboard, dropped into us just abaft 
eur fore channels. 

Broke, our Captain, ran forward, calling 
out: Follow me whocan!’ and jumped on 
board the Chesapeake, followed by ail who 
were within hearing. me 

„A minute had hardly elapsed before the 
ships had separated and it was impossible to 
throw more men aboard the Chesapeake. 

“The engagement did not last more thaa 
fifteen minutes altogether. Roughly speak- 
ing, about * Americans were killed 
and 100 wounded, and thirty English killed 
and sixty wounded. a 

“Capt. Broke, whom I dearly loved, was 
terribly wounded, and Lieut. Watt, the sec- 
ond in command, killed. The charge of the 
ships devolved on me, the Second Lieuten- 
ant. 

„On the Chesapeake Capt. Lawrence and 
the First Lieutenant, Ludiow, were mortally 
wounded, the Second Lieutenant, Budd, 
wounded, ana the Fourth Lieutenant, Bal- 


% The short resistance of the Chesapeake 
was undoubtedly due to the terrible mortality 
among the officers. When we boarded there 
was uo officer to rally the Americans, and 
therefore no organized resistance. 

„Capt. Broke received several wounds 
while on the Cnesapeake, one of them cut- 
ting away part-of bis skull and laying bare 
the brain. 

“It devolved upen me to secure the pris- 
oners on the Chesapeake. This was an easy 
matter, for they had some hundreds of hand- 
cuffs on board ready for us. We ornamented 
them with their own manacles. 

The 6th I reached Halifax with our prize. 
Lawrence, the American Captain, died of 
his wounds the 4th, and shortly after our ar- 
rival at Halifax Lieut. Ludlow died. They 
had done their duty to their country to the 
utmost and were buried at Halifax with full 
military honors. Lawrence was one of the 
bravest men lever met. Their bodies were 
shortiy afterward removed to New York and 
deposited in Trinity Church. 

„1 was the first naval officer to enter an 
American port after the war. I was kindly 
received in Boston, and scarcely any of my 
men deserted, as it was prophesied they 
would.“ 5 

The old hero’s voice had grown weak from 
exertion, but his interest in the story of the 
famous fight was strong. There is no reason 
why he should not live many years more. He 
eats regulariv and fairiy well, and is kept 
happy by work. He showed me a letter he 
had just written, d the writing, although 
done slowly an ith difficulty, was firm, 
and plainer than that of the average young 
man. He had on his tabie a telegram of con- 
gratulation from the officers and men of the 
third Shannon, which has borne that name 
since the most famous one went out of serv- 
ice. }

He Thinks the Bill All Right. 

CHICAGO, May 24.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
Senator Burke's bill to oblige chattel mortgages 
upon “household goods, wearing apparel, or 
mechanics’ tools" to be foreclosed only in “a 
court of competent jurisdiction” meets with 
various objections which must be considered. 

Mr, Cochran of Moultne says that the bill 
does not furnish the remedy that its friends 
claim for it, as the additional expense incurred 
in court will have me paid by the mortgageors, 
which will add greatly to their already heavy 
burdens.”’ 

Anybody who has observed the manner in 
which money is lent upon househdld goods in 
this city will be slow to admit that there are any 
additional burdens which can be imposed upon 
the mortgageor. With the average interest that 
he pays, at the rate of 17 per cent r month, he 
need not fear any additional exiortion, I think. 

Inthe first place, in foreciosing in a court of 
record the mort will be obliged to relin- 
quish or forfeit his 17 percent per month inter- 
est. Thatis, of course, to the direct advantage 
of the mort r. Moreover, when the mort- 
gagee shall appear in a court of record his ex. 
tortionate and oppressive acts will be dragged 
into the light of day. How many of the chattel 
mortgage sharks of this city would like to have 
it appear morning after morning in the daily pa- 
pers that they were attempting to foreclose a 
mortgage thathad been paid twice over? And 
yet it is safe to say that such cases are of almost 
daily occurrence in this city in times of general 
distress. 

The experience of the Relief and Aid Society 
with these cases has raised the serious question 
as to whether poor people should be permitted 
as a matter of public licy to mortgage their 
beds and bedding and their stoves at all. 

That is @ grave question in itself, but there 
can hardly be a greater hardship than that suf- 
fered by @ poor man who has repaid all that he 
porrowed of being — and sccretiy de-
